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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the profile cited in the claim 
refers to a "user profile" as supported by the spec but is not taught by the cited prior art, Venkatraman et al in view of Tan et al. Examiner 
disagrees. Profile interpreted broadly refers to a set of data identifying features of characteristic of something, thus the profile does not 
inherently mean that it refers to the user but could also refer to the device profile. Applicant's claims thus fial to explicitly state a user profile. 
From this broad interpretation, the cited prior art is sufficient in teaching a use of a profile since the configuration data retreived and 
accessed for the device satisfies profile data for the device (col.4 lines 11-17). The rejections are therefore maintained. 
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
